Witness Explains His Part in Bil-

WASHINGTON, June 3.—James S. El- 


ton, a director of the New Haven Rail- 
_yoad, testified before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today in its in- 
- quiry into the system’s financial opera- 
tions, that the acquisition of the West- 
chester and the several trolley proper- 
ties was in consonance with a broad 
policy which had for its end the im- 
provement of terminal facilities in New 
York City and a comprehensive increase 
-of the transportation facilities of the 
system. Thése points were developed on 
questions by William Nelson Cromwell, 
representing several of the directors. 


Bilton had testified, under questioning 
by Chief Counsel Folk, that he did no: 
approve personally of what he termed 
“extravagances” in the purchase by th-~ 
New Haven of some of its subsidiaries. 
He said the board largely depended 
upon the judgment of the Executive 
Committee, comprised of the late J. 
Pierpont Morgan, William Rockefeller 
and Director Brush. 

Disliked to Cross Morgan. 

“We did not like to run counter to 
Mr. Morgan,’’ said Mr. Elton, and he 
added that this disinclination probably 
Was due to “timidity.”

HATCHET, INJURES MAN 


Stylishly Gowned Woman Ate 
tacks Art Gallery Attendant 


Doctor Horsewhipped. 
LONDON, June 3.—An attack with a 


hatchet was made today by a young and 


stylishly gowned suffragette on an at- 
tendant at the Dore Gallery, who tried 


to prevent her from destroying valuable 
pictures. 

She turned on him furiously and re- 
turned a shower of blows on his body, 
severely injuring him. Other attendants 
overpowered her. 

A letter was left in the gallery by the 
attendant’s assailant, in which she as- 
serts militants heretofore have been “too 
ladylike.”’ 

One of the pictures destroyed was 
“Love Wounded,” a priceless engraving 
by Bartolozzi. 

The suffragettes today horsewhipped 
Dr. Francis Edward Forward, medical 
officer of the Holloway Jail.

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(COUNTY MAKES A 
START TO REALIZE 


GOOD ROAD PLANS 


Court Prepares to Let Contracts 
for Experimental Strips of 
Permanent Material. 


The St. Louls County Court, composed 
of three Judges, who have supervision 
of the county’s roads, were preparing 
Wednesday to let contracts for the con- 
struction of three one-mile strips of 
road with permanent material, as the 
first step in the vigorous campaign for 
permanent roads in St. Louis County. 

The Judges announced the time had 


come to carry the campaign to realiza- 
tion, and, in response to a petition pre- 
sented by many residents, agreed to pay 
one-half the cost of building an experi- 
mental one-mile strip of a patented pav 
ing material on the Clayton road, be- 
tween the Lay road and the Log Cabin 

Club road. 

The other half of the expense has been 
pledged by the St. Louis County Perma- 
nent Roads Association, the St. Louis 
Automobile Club and the Clayton Road 
Improvement Association, and the work 
is to be started without delay under 
William Elbring, Highway Engineer of 
the County. It is estimated this ex- 
perimental strip will cost between $6000 
and $7000. - 

Lemay Ferry Road Strip. 

Another one-mile experimental atrip of 
permanent material will be constructed, 
on the Lemay Ferry road, beginning at 
the city limits and stretching south to 
Telegraph, road. Business men alonz 
this highway organized as the Lemay 
Ferry Road Improvement Association. 
have pledged: $10,000 to make the road 
permanent, and of this sum $4000 is al- 
ready available. 

The third experimental strip will be 
or the Gravois road, stretching from 
the St. Louis ¢city limits 6000 feet to 
the beginning of the Weber road. Ina 
written communication to the County 
Court, August A. Busch, the brewer, has 
agreed to donat> $6000 toward its con- 
struction. 

On each of the three on--mile roads 
different materials will be used. The 
Clayton road strip is to be constructed 
with ‘‘Warrenite,”” a patented surfac- 
ing. It will be about 20 feet wide, ac- 
cording to Elbring. A hard, vitrified 
brick, he said, will probably be used on 
the Lemay Ferry road and concrete on 
the Gravois road, or vice versa, as the 
judges may decide. 

The Gravois experimental strip will be 
16 feet wide and the Lemay Ferry road 
56 feet from curb to curb. Through the 
center of this road stretch the tracks 
of the St. Louis, Montesano & South- 
ern Railroad in a right-of-way 7 feet 
wide. Elbring said the railroad had 
virtually agreed to pay the expense of 
paving between its tracks and one foot 
on either side for the one-mile strip. 

The three experimental roads will 
demonstrate the value and necessity of 
permanent county roads, the judges 
said, and after an efficient test the 
highway engineer may determine which 
of the materials used is the most dur- 
able and use it in future permanent 
construction of county roads. 

Campaign for Bond Issue. 

So keenly is the need for permanent 
roads felt in every part of the county 
that farmers and business men, backed 
by the County Court, recently started 
a campaign for a special election to 
vote on a $3,000,000 bond issue for per- 
manent roads, as the county is without 
the necessary funds. Under the law, 
the county is unauthorized to provide 
for the roads by assessing property 
owners. 

The campaign will receive a new im- 
petus at & mass meeting under the 
auspices of the St. Louis County Road 
Improvement Association, to be held 
in Clayton, July ll, in which it is ex- 
pected Gov. Major, an ardent good roads 
enthusiast, will participate. S. H. Wal- 
lace, presidenc of the association, says 
the legislative committee of the asso- 
ciation will urge new legislation under 
which the permanet roads dream of the 
county may be realized. 

There are now 6500 miles of rock 
roads in the county and more than 600 
miles of unimproved roads that require 
constant attention. The work is car- 
ried on by 48 road overseers under the 
highway engineer, each road receiv- 
ing attention once a year. Elbring 
urges that this system be replaced by 
& patrol system, under which repairs 
would be made as needed. He contends 
a vast sum would thus be saved each 
year. 

Cost of Road Maintenance. 

In 1909 the sum of $195,000 was expend- 
ed for roads maintenance in the county, 
and the figures have increased each 
year. Elbring, in his last report, stated 
that $385,217.31 was spent on the roads 
for the year ending March 15, last, and 
that the figures would be much greater 
next year unless permanent material 
were put in. 

The County Judges and LElbring de. 
clare the rock and macadam roads will 
no longer bear the strain of increasing 
traffic. Their reports show that more 
than 5000 automobiles from St. Louis use 
the county roads every Sunday during 
the summer and thousands use them ev- 
ery day. All large mercantile houses in 
St. Louis deliver to. county buyers and 
heavy trucks, weighing as much as five 
tons each cut deep ruts in the roads. 

Elbring thinks a way should be pro- 
vided under which nonresident motorists 
would bear a just portion of main- 
tenance cost for using the roads. Thia 
cost, he says, has been borne by the 
farmer and county resident, while the 
rich auto owner residing in St. Louis 
enjoys the use of the roads free. 

Expenditure of funds derived from a 
bond issue, he thinks, would result in a 
vast saving, as so-called permanent ma- 
terial would last 2 years, with some- 
thing to show for the money spent.

CANDIDATES 11 
“FILE FOR PRIMARY 


The Board of Election Commissioners 
announced Wednesday that candidates 
seeking party nominations at the pri- 
mary election Aug. 4 must Mle their 


declarations on or before Friday. The 
latest hour at which filings will be ac- 
cepted will be determined by the board 
before night. It may decide to close 
its office at 9 p: m. or to hold it open 
until midnight. 

The Democratic and Republican City 
committees are preparing to receive the 
filing fees and declarations of many can- 
didates during the next two days. There 
are almost 60 offices to be filled at the 
November electfon. There had been no 
filings at Democratic and Repubiican 
headquarters Wednesday for many of 
these offices. 

Democratic Fight. 

Interest on the Democratic side is 
centering in the fight between Dr. 
John H. Simon and his Democratic 
League and the present members of 
the Democratic City Committee for 
control of the local party organiza- 
tion. The Simon men have brought for- 
ward candidates for the committee 
in nearly all the wards. The fight on 
the organization is being waged by 
the Simon men in retaliation for the 
committee’s support of Saunders Nov- 
vell against Simon in the mayoralty 
campaign last year. 

Some of the Democratic leaders ex- 
pressed fear Wednesday that the party 
would be handicappea in the November 
election by a weak ticket unless some 
strong men filed for the important of- 
fices to be filled. The Supreme Court 
decision in the Garesche case makes it 
necessary for the party candidates for 
Circuit Judge to be nominated at the 
primary, instead of at a nonpartisan 
oonvention. 

Judicial Nominations. 

This decision will greatly change the 
situation with respect to the judicial 
nominations. A clique in the Demo- 
cratic and Republican parties had 
formed a combinatian to make Abra- 
ham Frumberg the Democratic nominee 
for Circuit Judge and John A. Gernez 
the Republican nominee. Benjamin F. 
Clark, now Judge of the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction, who has made a record 
for releasing pickpockets and criminals 
of similar class on bonds, was slated by 
the Dgmocratic politicians for the third 
nomin&tion, if that should by any com- 
bination of circumstances go to a Dem- 
ocrat. 

The decision will knock out this 
scheme of the ward politicians. The 
terms of Judges J. Hugo Grimm, George 
C. Hitchcock and Eugene McQuillin are 
expiring. They are Republicans. Judge 
Grimm has filed for renomination and 
Judges Hitchcock and McQuillin proba- 
bly will file. The only other candidate 
to file is Karl Kimmel, now Judge of 
the Municipal Police Court. It is ex- 
pected, however, that Vital W. Garesche, 
Benjamin J. Klene, Charles Rutledge 
and several other Republican lawyers 
will file. 

For the Democratic nominations for 
the more important offices Al Guion, 
A. J. Pudivitr and Casper J. Wolf have 
filed for Clerk of the Circuit Court for 
Criminal Causes; Ben F. Gray, John J. 
Manton and Clint Boogher for Circuit 
Clerk; Martin J. Hyland for Clerk of 
the Court of Criminal Correction; John 
E. Gaskill, Anthony Hochdoerfer, 
George F.. Egger and Thomas A. Dwyer 
for Judges of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection; Edward A. Feehan for Pro- 
bate Judge; Walter (Blind) Kelly, Whl- 
Itam A. Carter and Harry Lin y for 
Prosecuting Attorney; William P* Light 
holder and M. J. E. Hartmann for Re- 
ecorder of Deeds, and D. P. O’Brien anda 
Daniel Sweeney for License Collector. 

Lee Merriwether and John P. Col- 
lins are in a bitter fight for the 
Democratic nomination for Congress 
in the Tenth district. The Con- 
gressional Committee is supporting 
Collins, but Merriwether is forming 
an organization of his own to boost 
his candidacy. He has filed a protest 
against the committee, as .an official 
organization, espousing the cause of 
individual candidates. 

The Rev. Dr. John L. Brandt, pastor 
of the First Christian Church and 
chairman of the Evangelical Alliance 
of St. Louis, will become a candidate 
for the State Senate in the Thirty- 
second District on the Progressive party 
ticket. The fact that Dr. Brandt would 
enter the political field was made pub- 
lic ata meeting of the Progressive party 
City Committee at the St. James Hotel, 
Tuesday night. 

When Dr. Brandt files his declaration 
Wednesday there will be two preachers 
and one former preacher seeking the 
votes of the people in the primary elec- 
tion. The Rev. George Lioyd, meniber 
of the Legislature, has filed as a Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Congress in the 
Tenth District. Jacob E. Meeker. for- 
mer pastor of the Compton Hill Con- 
gregational Church, has filed as a Re- 
publican candidate for Congress in the 
same district. Lloyd is an Episcopal 
minister. Dr. Brandt likely will have 
no opposition for the State senatorial 
nomination, but Dr. Lloyd and Meeker 
will have strong opposition. The Repub- 
lican organization in the Tenth Dis- 
trict is almost a unit for C. A. O. Brunk, 
qwho is opposing Meeker for the nomi- 
nation.

Motion for an appeal was made by 
Collins’ attorney, T. J. Rowe Jr., and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Moore asked 
Judge Koerner to defer sentence to 
await action by the grand jury on other 
charges which he said were being con- 
sidered now.

TURKEY OPENED; 
NEW ERA BEGINS 


American Women Give Money 
for Institution on Shores 
of Bosphorus, 


NEW YORK, June 3—A new era in 
higher education for women in Turkey 
was marked today by the dedication of 
the five new buildings on the property 
of Constantinople College, at Arnaut- 
keuy, on the European shores of the 
Bosphorus. 

Among the Americans who partici- 
pated in the exercises included George 
A. Plimpton and Walter B. Walker of 
New York, trustees of the college, and 
Dr. Mary Mills Patrick, titular head of 
the school. Mr. Walker represented 
Mrs. Helen Gould Shepard, the donor of 
Gould Hall, one of the new group. 

The five buildings dedicated today rep- 
resent an investment of $750,000. They 
form a semi-circle on a hill top over- 
looking the Bosphorus. The campus of 
54 acres was acquired in 198 and the 
construction of the buildings was begun 
in 1910. The late Mrs. Henry Woods of 
Boston was the first subscriber, with a 
gift of $50,000. The other contributors 
were Mrs. Helen Gould Shepard, $200,0M 
for the construction of Gould Hall, the 
main administration building; Miss 
Olivia Phelps Stokes for the erection of 
the dining hall, Mrs. Russell Sage for 
the construction of Russell Sage Hail, 
a dormitory. The two remaining build- 
ings are the School of Education Ha! 
and the General Academic Building. 


McCLUNG WITHHOLDS 
BILLS FROM REPORTERS 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 3.—Warde 
D. C. McClung today refused to permit 
newspaper correspondents to examine 
the records and expense accounts of the 
penitentiary, even after he had been 
ordered to do so by Edwin P. Deal, 
chairman of the Prison Board. 

The question arose a few days ago 
when Attorney-General Barker, who is 
a member of the board, signed a per- 
mit for a Post-Dispatch reporter to be 
admitted to the prison at all times. Dea’ 
refused to sign the permit and Auditor 
Gordon, third member of the board, was 
out of the city. The subject was 
brought up in a conference of board 
members at which Gov. Major was pres- 
ent. Barker advised the board that the 
prison is a public institution and that 
representatives of the press should have 
full access to its records at all times.

CALLED WORLD’S MENACE 


BHRLIN, June &3—Arthur von Gwin- 
ner, managing director of the Deutsche 
Bank, and one of the leading banking 
authorities in Europe, today discussed 
American railroad affairs in a lengthy 
address to the American Luncheon 
Club. Among other things, he said: 

“What the American business situa- 
tion needs now is permission for the 
railroads to raise their rates. Ameri- 
can roads pay fully twice the wages 
paid in Prussia, and yet they are al- 
lowed to charge only half the continent- 
al rates, whereas their hauling capac- 
ity restricted by the same hatural lim- 
itations as in Europe.

They have reached a state of distress 
approaching calamity, and a remedy 
must be brought about.’’

Gathering of Outlaw Magnates 
in Chicago to Discuss Raid 
Campaign.

A general decrease in the attendance 
at Federal League parks throughout the 
circuit has necessitated action of some 
kind towards strengthening the organi- 
zation in an effort to cope with the 
serious struggle against organized base- 
ball. For that reason Federal League 
magnates are in Chicago today for an- 
other of a series of “show down’’ meet- 
ings. President E. A. Steininger and 
Otto F. Stifel, principal owner of the 
St. Louis club, are representing this 
city. 

Members of organized baseball pre- 
dicted at the beginning of the Federal 
League season that the newcomers 
would attract the fans until such time 
as the newness of the league wore 
off. That this mewness has vanished, 
im St. Louis at least, is evident from 
the slump in the attendance in re- 
eent games. 

At 3:40 o’clock Tuesday afteroon, 2% 
minutes after the Terrier-Hoosier game 
had started, the following was the 
actual count of fans in the’park: 64 in 
the bleachers, 18 in the pavilion, 161 in 
the grand stand and 11 in the boxes. 
These figures include everyone, save 
peanut venders, ushers, newspape. men 
and telegraph operators. Paid admis- 


sions and pass-holders were counted t2 
a total of 2%.

NEW BUSCH HOTEL, 
THE ADOLPHUS, 1 
HAVE 16 STORIES 


Hostelry at Twelfth and Market 
to Cost $2,500,000; Nearly 
All Outside Rooms. 


THREE FIRST-FLOOR CAFES 


Augustus Busch to Search Eu- 
rope for Ideas for Memorial 
Building to Father. 


The $2,500,000 hotel which August A. 
Busch plans to erect this fall on ‘he 
west side of Twelfth street, between 
Market and Chestnut streets, as a me- 
mcrial to his father, the late Adolphus 
Fusch, will be first-class and cosmopoli- 
tan in every particular, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday. 

“In construction and service,’’ Busch 
said, “it will be similad to The Adolphus, 
which we recently built in Dallas, Tex. 
The prices of guest rooms hive not been 
determined, but will be arranged in 
keeping with all leading hotels on a 
scale that will accommodate the most 
difficult to please.’’ 

Busch will depart about June 16 on a 
three months’ tour of Europe to gather 
ideas to incorporate in the new hostelry. 
Detailed plans will not be completed 
until he returns. 

Name to Be “The Adolphus.” 
The structure, to be known as The 
Adolphus, Busch sard, will be sixteen 
stories high. Its construction and ar- 
chitectural features will represent the 
strong points of the best hostelries of 
Chicago, New York, Switzerland, Nor- 
mandy, England and the Rhine region in 
Germany. 

Busch said the location appealed to 
him principally because it has north, 
east, south and west exposure, fronting 
on the city’s widest thoroughfare in the 
business section, with an attractive view 
of the City Hall, Municipal Courts 
Building and their parklike grounds. It 
will be midway between Union Station 
and the Washington avenue wholesale 
and retail district. 
Twelve years ago the late Adol- 
phus Busch had virtually selected the 
site for a large modern hotel for the 
Weorld’s Fair. His son now proposes 
to cary out the hotel plan on a larger 
scale in tribute to his father’s mem- 
ory. 

Cost of Site $375,000. 
The site was purchased by Busch 
for $375,000. <A tract fronting 99 feet 
on Twelfth street, and 100 on Mar- 
ket street, was obtained from the 
Lucas estate through the Emilie 
Realty Co., for $200,000, and another 
strip fronting 95 feet on Twelfth 
street and 100 feet on Chestnut, was 
purchased from Frank A Ruf for 
$176,000. The deal was handled by 
James W. Darst and Col. R. M. 
Johnson.

10 SAVE PAGEANT 
STAGE SUGGESTED 


Management Not to Ask Assem- 
bly to Amend Ordinance So 
as to Preserve Structure. 


SEVERAL PLANS TO USE IT 


Million Population Club Would 
Hold Flag Day Drill There; 
Exercises on July 


Unless a general public movement for 
the preservation of the $20,000 Pageant 
Stage in Forest Park is started, the 
stage probably will be torn down with- 
in a few weeks. 

The ordinance authorizing the con- 
Struction of the stage required that it 
be demolished after the Pageant. This 
requirement could be removed by an 
amendment of the ordinance by thie 
Municipal Assembly, and the stage 
could then remain until the city is 
ready to replace it with a permanent 
one. 

Most of the Pageant executive com- 
mittee would like to see this action 
taken by the Assembly. But, accord- 
ing to John H. Gundlach, chairman, they 
will not take the initiative in asking 
for it. 

“‘We have shown the city what cao 
be done with the stage,” said Gundlach 
Wednesday. “If the city thinks it 
would be desirable to preserve the 
stage for future public use, there are 
those outside the Pageant management 
who can take the lead in the matter. 
We do not wish to be in the position 
or asking to be relieved of our obli- 
gations.”’ 

Several Plans to Use Stage. 

The Million Population Club is dis- 
cussing a plan for holding a flag day 
drill June 14, and would like to use the 
Stage for that purpose. There have 
been several plans to use it for Fourth 
of July celebrations. 

The Pageant Executive Committee, at 
a meeting Tuesday, received reports in- 
dicating that the Pageant will ‘‘break 
even” financially, or will have a surplus 
if the receipts from moving picture 
sales and rentals are large. The mem- 
bers believe any surplus should be 
made the nucleus of a fund for a per- 
manent stage, or, if this plan is not 
approved, for some memorial. Percy 
MacKaye, author of the Maskue, has 
suggested that Miss Nancy Coonsman’s 
striking figure of Cahokia be made a 
permanent statue. 

The Citizens’ Pageant Club, composed 
chiefly of members of the Pageant cast, 
has organized to promote future civic 
demonstrations of the same sort. G. 
J. Boesch of £222 Gilmore street is pres- 
ident and Dr. M. A. Bliss is secretary. 


PAGEANT SCENERY 
IS BEING REMOVED 


Stage Settings and Costumes 
Carted Away and Work of Re- 
storing Art Hill Begun. 


“Farewell, Wasapedan,’’ mourned Ca- 
hokia Wednesday, as workmen carted 
the big red figure off the Pageant 
stage. 

‘‘Farewell, Cahokia,’’ faintly chanted 
the Great Bear, who had been “‘lit up’’ 
for the last time, and who lay folded 
behind the rear wall. 

On the towers at either end of the 
stage, Hiloha and Noohai sat and 
watched the downfall of the mound 
where Cahokia used to sit and make 
disparaging remarks about them. They 
did not presume to gloat over him, for 
they knew their days were also num- 
bered. 

At the rear, the Missouri Hotel and 
Laclede’s house lay, not exactly in 
ruins, but certainly in a state of col- 
lapse. Across the water, workmen were 
removing chairs and benches which had 
seated 45,000 persons, and on either side 
of the backwater, vans were carrying 
away loads of costumes and properties, 
and the tents which had sheltered them 
were coming down.

HARVEST WHEAT?: 


Labor Commissioner Announces 
That Work Will Begin in Some 
Sections June 10. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 3—Labor 
Commissioner John T. Fitzpatrick es- 
timated, today, that 30,000 harvest hands 
will be needad this year to garner the 
largest wheat crop ever grown in Mis- 
souril. His figures, he said, are based 
On correspondence with the State Board 
of Agriculture and the farm advisers 
of more than 100 counties in the State. 
Fitzpatrick declares the reported dam- 
age done by the Hessian fly to the 
wheat crop is overestimated and that 
so far, only five or six counties in 
Central Missouri have suffered loss. 
List of Employers Made Up. 
The Labor Department is preparing to 
supply the extra men who will be needed 
to harvest the wheat crop. The names 
of all the prominent farmers in the 
State were obtained from the county 
superv’sors and a blank employment 
slip mailed to each. These slips, which 
were returned and filed with the De- 
partmeut, give the number of acres in 
wheat on each farm, the number of 


men needed to help harvest it, and the| 
date when the work will begin. 
Applications for employment as har- 
vesters will be received by, the three 
State employment bureaus at 917A Pine 
‘treet, St. Louis; New Nelson Building, 
Kansas City; 110 North Seventh strett, 
St. Joseph, and the Labor Department 
at Jefferson City. 
The pay ranges from $2 to $3.50 per 
day, board and lodging included. The 
mount of wages paid will depend upor 
the experience of the applicant and his 
ability to operate farm machinery. 
Harvest On This Month. 
Harvesting will commence in s0m- 
anctions June 10, but in others it wil 
pet begin until later in the month. 
“This is the first time that Missour: 
has issued a definite call for farm 
hands,” Fitzpatrick said. ‘Kansas, 
Nebraska and Oklahoma annually call 
for extra harvest hands, with the re- 
sult that more rush there than are 
needed, and cvercrowding of the fields 
lowers wages until those who come 
from other states are disappointed.

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THE CHARTER CAMPAIGN. 

The organizing of a Charter Campaign Com- 
mittee of 100 is the first necessary step towards 
success in the charter election. 

The citizens selected for the committee rep- 
resent all elements—political, social, occupation- 
al. Mayor Kiel, who was-elected chairman, ap- 
pealed to all citizens, regardless of party affil- 
jations, to support the charter. He said there 
would be no politics in the campaign. 

There is no place for politics in the charter 
election. The only issue is the public welfare and 
the progress of St. Louis. Every voter who wants 
St. Louis to go forward and the people to be pro- 
tected, without regard for special or merely parti- 
san interests, should support the new charter. 

The only political consideration so far sug- 
gested in connection with the new charter was 
brought forward by a faction of the Socialists 
who contended that the election of Aldermen by 
the whole city would prevent the Socialist party 
from carrying wards where they have strong 
votes. 

But how can a party like the Socialists, claim- 
ing to be the most progressive of all parties, 
gain anything by opposing a progressive charter, 
because it threatens to deprive the party of ad- 
vantage in a few wards? By opposing the charter 
and thus proving that they think more of a 
petty political advantage than they do of the 
public welfare, the Socialists are likely to forfeit 
their chances of carrying any part of St. Louis. 

Opposition like this; objections urged against 
the charter by a faction of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union, and by the irreconcilable remnant 
of the People’s League, show that there is work 
for the Citizens’ Committee to do. The city must 
be organized as a whole and by precincts for a 
campaign of information and of vote-getting. 

Every provision of the charter must be ex- 
| plained to the voters and its merits pointed 
out. Public attention should be called especially 
to the great superiority of the new charter over 
the old charter. 

Every precinct should have am active and in- 
fluential committee to canvass the voters, and en- 
list their co-operation in campaign work. If ev- 
ery supporter of the charter gains at least one 
new supporter the charter will carry. 

The Post-Dispatch has begun a campaig= of in- 
formation with Col. Fred Gardner’s enlightening 
articles on the new and old charters. These will 
be supplemented by comments and explanations 
designed to clear all doubts and misunderstand- 
ings, and to answer objections. Other newspa- 
pers will do their share of the work. But the re- 
sult will depend upon the people. Their interest 
and enthusiasnr will assure a victory. 
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THE BEST-CONDITIONED OITY. 

St. Louis is better off commercially and indus- 
trially than any other large city west of the 
Mississippi River. Diversified industries, a wide 
range of activity in the distribution of commodi- 
ties for a vast tributary area and a characteristic 
thrift are among the factors, which, in large de- 
gree, exempt St. Louis from the general midsum- 
mer dullness. 


BOSS SELBOTED JUDGES. 
The Supreme Court decision invalidating the 
so-called nonpartisan judiciary act does not injure 
the public interest. It merely blocks the plans of 
local politicians of all parties entitled to repre- 
sentation in the general convention provided for 
by the act to parcel out the judicial nominations 
—the spoils of the bench—among the favorites of 
the bosses. 
There have been disquieting reports of slates 
containing the scum of the chronic candidates 
for the judiciary. We want a nonpartisan judi- 
clary, but we want the judges nominated and! 
elected by the people. We do not want judges 
selected by groups of partisan politicians for per- 
sonal or party advantage. Under the invalidated 
law the people were practically cut out of control 
cf judiciary nominations. Representatives of the 
leading parties were to select the candidates. 
We want a law which will enable the people 
to elect nonpartisan judges—not boss-selected 
bipartisan or wrt tickets.

EVENTUALLY, WHY NOT NOW? 

The existing city charter prevents the city of 
St. Louis from taking over public utilities, to be 
managed for the public instead of. for private 
profit. The proposed new charter authorizes the 
city, the people’s business house, “to acquire, con- 
struct, own, operate and maintain” public utili- 
ties. The old charter gives private profit-takers 
a monopoly of the public services. The new 
charter would permit the ;eople, when ready, to 
take those rrofits for public uses, or to better the 
services. The city must some time obtain this 
power. “Eventually, why not now?” 
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The Thread Trust has simply gone the way of 
the Cordage Trust. 
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A ORISIS IN CONSERVATION. 

If it depends on the ruling of a Federal district 
court in California, no authority exists at present 
for preserving natural resources owned by the 
Government for any purpose other than the en- 
riching of land-grabbers. Petroleum lands to 
which the Government holds title cannot even be 
set aside to provide fuel for the oil-burning war- 
ships of its own navy. 

A great area of such lands in California, valued 
at an enormous sum, perhaps a full billion of dol- 
lars, which was withdrawn from entry by Pres- 
ident Taft in 1909, must be surrendered to the 
exploitation of Standard Oil and other compa- 
nies which have seized its wealth in spite of the 
order. To safeguard them for public uses and 
render the navy independent of the trust is “sus- 
pending the mineral laws of the United States” 
by executive order, according to Judge M. T. Doo- 
ling of San Francisco. 

Of course, everybody will hope that the point 
will not depend on the ruling of a local court. 
Everybody will hope for a different decision from 
the Supreme Court in the Wyoming case involv- 
ing the same question. For, of course, if mineral] 
and other resources cannot be reserved for the 
Government’s own uses, they cannot be reserved 
under trusteeship for the benefit of the whole 
people. The lack of explicit provisions of law on 
the subject, however, shows again the need for 
embodying a sound and mandatory conservation 
policy in the statutes. 

That a Government should be estopped from 
devoting its own property to its own urgent needs 
and purposes is an absurdity. That “additional 
legislation” to prevent natural resources from 
“being wasted or absorbed by special or privi- 
leged interests,” which ‘the Baltimore platform 
promised, should be enacted at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 
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The fact that the United Railways urges that 
its tax assessment ought to be decreased because 
it‘is now complying with its transfer obligations 
indicates how profitable it was for the company

‘‘ROYAL HONORS FOR ROOSEVELT IN FRAN

Accompanying Justice Lamar to Ni- 
agara Falls is a short, stocky man of 
middle age, with a bristly, iron-gray 
mustache, thick, gray hair and a pair 
of twinkling gray eyes that look out 
on the world from under a pair of bushy 
eyebrows and through a pair of spec- 
tacles. He is German by birth, but 
looks like an _ old-fashioned, rotund 
Scotch lawyer whom one might expect 
to roar at a witness and smile at a 
He is Frederick William Leh- 
mann, Prussian by birth, Iowan by 
early training and Missourian by choice. 

Toward the close of his administra- 
tion President Taft wanted a good man 
for Solicitor-General of the Department 
of Justice. He knew Mr. Lehmann and 
his work and offered him the position. 
The St. Louis lawyer accepted and came 
on to Washington. 

He stayed in the Government service 
but one year and then retired volun- 
tarily. During that time, however, he 
won the unbounded admiration of the 
members of the Supreme Court, before 
whom he appeared frequently in the 
conduct of big cases in which the Gov- 
ernment was involved. 

His greatest and best known case was 
his defense of the Government in the 
income tax case, which he won. His 
handling of that case was perfect from 
start to finish and gained for him addi- 
tional laurels. Several members of the 
Supreme Court say privately that they 
consider Frederick W. Lehmann as the 
ablest lawyer who has appeared before 
them in recent years. And they have 
seen him not only as Solicitor-General 
of the United States, but as a private 
practitioner. 

Mr. Lehmann’s pet hobby is litera- 
ture and the things that go with it. 
Ever since he became established in 
St. Louis he has had a great deal to 
do with the affairs of the city library. 
A great collector of books on his own 
account, he did much to build up the 
St. Louis Library. His taste does not 
run to abstruse and technical works 
so much as it does to the lMterature 
that appeals to the mass of educated 
humanity. 

As an example of this tendency he 
tried hig best to get some of the St. 
Louis newspaper men to compile Eugene 
Field’s earlier verses. For some time 
Field worked on St. Louis newspapers, 
and at the time wrote a number of 
poems which were never printed in any 
of his books. Mr. Lehmann knew of 
these verses and offered to defray ths 
expense of their collection and publica- 
tion, but he never found anyone to un: 
dertake the task. 

As a toastmaster and after-dinne- 
speaker he has a reputation wherever 
he is known. An evidence of his wit 
and natural tact was furnished at the 
dinner recently given in Washington by 
the Spanish Minister to the mediators 
and the American representatives. When 
| called upon by the host, Mr. Lehmann 
| announced that whatever happened at 
the approaching mediation conference 
‘all involved could certainly agree on one 
‘thing, which was to do honor to the 
man sent by Spain to discover America

H® first decorations of the Legion 
T of Honor, the famous French or- 
der of merit, were conferred in 
1803 upon military and civil officers who 
had distinguished themselves under the 
Consulate. The order was founded May 
18, 1802, by Napoleon when he was First 
Consul. It consisted of various grades, 
as grand crosses, grand officers, com- 
manders, officers and legionaries, and 
was a reward for services or merit. The 
order was confirmed by Louls XVIII 
when the Bourbons were returned to the 
throne a century ago, and it has been 
continued with necessary changes in the 
Constitution, through the reigns of 
Charles X, Louis Philippe, Napoleon III 
and the second and third republics. 
Many Americans and British subjects 
and other foreigners have received the 
decorations of the Legion of Honor.

Checolate Pancakes. 

Beat together the yolks of 4 eggs, 1 
tablespoon of sugar, 2 ounces of flour, 
a pinch of salt and 2 tablespoons of 
milk; when light add 2 tablespoons of 
cream. Just before using mix in the 
stiffly beaten whites of 2 eggs. Cook 
browning on one side only; then slip 
onto a hot plate, sprinkle thickly with 
grated chocolate, place them on a but- 
tered tin and bake in a moderate oven 
for 15 minutes. 


Steamed Apple Roll. 

Pare, core and cut into even pieces 
enough apples to make a quart. Make a 
rich biscuit dough and turn ft out on a 
molding board. Press lightly into shape 
longer than wide and press the apples 
on this. Sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon and roll the dough. Put loosely in a 
pudding cloth, wrung out of hot water 
and floured, and steam two hours. Cut 
in slices and serve with cream or lemon 
sauce. 

Asperagus Salad. 

Cut cold boiled asparagus in three- 
fourths-inch pieces and arrange in nests 
of lettuce leaves. Sprinkle with the 
finely chopped whites of hard-boiled eggs 
and yolks of hard-boiled eggs forced 
through a potato ricer or coarse strain- 
er. Serve with the following dressing: 
Beat the yolks of four eggs until thick 
and add four tablespoonfuls of olive oil, 
gradually, while beating constantly; then 
add four tablespoonfuls of vinegar and 
one tablespoonful of lemon juice.
